Last year the voters of Ohio by a majority of ^j .oop 
adopted an amendment to lite constitution of the state 
authorizing the legislature to classify property for taxa- 


t ion. 
Tin supreme court declared the action a nullity, how­ 
ever, because, at tile same election another constitutional 
amendment, construed to be contrary to tin one authoriz­ 
ing classification, was adopted by a larger majority.

One argument advanced in favor of lite clns.-dlication 
proposal is that it wall enable the taxing officials to raise 
more revenue and thus relieve the financial distress of the 
municipalities of the state and provide the money lo main­ 
tain. on a proper basis, other vital departments of govern­ 
ment. ' 
M 
That argument is sound. 
I hat claim as to the result 
of the adoption of the proposal is evidently true. 
The second argument iii favor of the classification 
proposal is that it will result in a larger return cif intang­ 
ible property for taxation. 
'There is neither proof 110 rsound theory offered in 
support of that claim. 
The advocates of the proposal as 
slime that the legislature, given unlimited p o w e r and re 
limed of constitutional restrictions, will make the burden 
mi intangible property so light that owners will voluntar­ 
ily list it for taxation. 
experience does not sustain any such conclusion. The 
tax dodging owners of intangibles “ save” all they possib­ 
ly can. 
That’s hacked by the experiences of the past, 
The legislature has full power now, under the con­ 
stitution, to raise more revenue by taxation ami full power, 
to*), to bring the intangible property on to the tax lists if 
it had the courage to do so. 


'The tax rate limit law is the shoe that is pinching the 
lax receipts, It should he repealed or substantially amend­ 
ed so that needed revenue could he raised, but neither re­ 
publican nor democratic politicians and office holders have 
the courage 1<> lay hold of it. 
The legislature has power now to put teeth in the 
present laws, providing for bringing property on to the tax 
lists. 
There’s no constitutional restriction on that power, 
but it has lacked the courage to act. 
Now facing a crisis, with the municipalities of the 
state practically bankrupt, and every present road, lead­ 
ing to more revenue by taxation blocked, the proposal to 
classify is urge (I as a way around present restrictions and 
a method which will enable the taxing authorities to place 
a heavier burden on tangible property— homes, farms, fac­ 
tories, workshops, live stock aud. in fact, every thing that 
can't be secreted. 
It is supported only by the groundless 
assertion that extending more privileges to the owners 
of intangible property w i l l increase the return of that class 
of propert y. 
W e are opposed to classification for another reason. 
lr provides for placing a heavier burden on one chiv-* of 
property holders than it does on others. 


I I assi fica ti on of property fur taxation is too biga ball 
to give the legislature to juggle w itll. 
It would provide an 
excellent method to raise unlimited amounts of money bv 
placing the burden ju^t w here political expediency dictates 
I here are plenty of way s out of the present crisis 
without removing the constitutional safeguard which has 


s t o o d the test of a century.
